monopoly and cleared the w ay for 
for A m erican m anufacture of an 
“everlasting m atch.”

through the issuance by a 
New 
York federal court of a consent 
decree ending a civil suit filed in 
1944 by the justice d ep artm en t’s 
an ti-tru st 
division 
against 
the 
largest match producers of A m er­ 
ica and Sweden. 
T he 
defendants, 
how ever, in 
signing the decree, 
stated 
that 
they did not adm it an y violation 
of the law. The governm ent also 
stipulated that the decree, signed 
by Federal Judge Sam uel M an- 
delbaum , was not to be taken as 
an admission of unlaw ful activi­ 
ties by any of the defendants. 
C lark said in a statem en t that 
the decree dissolved 
a 
“ w orld­ 
w ide m atch 
cartel.” which 
the 
governm ent charged was formed 
to control the m an u fa ctu re and 
distribution of m atches. 
Wendell 
Rerge. head of the justice d ep a rt­ 
m e n t’s an ti-tru st division, said it 
also required the issuance of roy­ 
alty free licenses to any persons 
desiring to produce the so-called 
‘'everlasting m atch.” 
Berge de­ 
scribed this as a m atch which may 
be struck .several thousand times 
before it is consum ed and said it 
was successfully produced in Hol­ 
land and Switzerland in the 1930s.
